Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 9/23/04 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of US Patent 
No. 6,681,098 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded. 

Status of Claims 

In response to the Amendment filed on 9/23/04, Claim 1 is pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sonnenfeld (US 
6,112,049). 

[Claim 1]: Regarding Claim 1, Sonnenfeld discloses at least one database containing a 
plurality of tests (i.e. query sections) that may be distributed to the at least one test 
taker. See Abstract. Sonnenfeld discloses a central computer communicating with at 
least one database, the central computer providing an administrator workspace 
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accessible by the test administrator at one of a plurality of remote computers. See 
Col. 8: 29-45. Sonnenfeld discloses the administrator workspace operable to provide 
the test administrator with the ability to order (i.e. assign test takers to take specific 
tests) at least one of the plurality of tests contained in the at least one database. See 
Col. 17: 47-55. Sonnenfeld discloses providing the test administrator with access 
information for delivery to the at least one test taker, the access information providing 
the at least one test taker with the ability to access one of a plurality of tests using one 
of the plurality of remote computers and take one of the plurality of test using one of the 
plurality of remote computers, the access information including a test identification code 
(i.e., <TEST ID>). See Col. 15: 33-41, Col. 12: 16-18, and Col.65: 44. Sonnenfeld 
discloses providing the test administrator with test status information, the test status 
information including information about the number of tests ordered (i.e. given) by the 
test administrator and the number of tests that have been completed (i.e. graded) by the 
at least one test taker using one of the plurality of remote computers. See Col.7: 47-48 
and Col. 8: 37-38. Sonnenfeld's invention is capable of providing the test administrator 
with the ability to match the test identification code with at least one test taker and 
automatically send a message (e.g., via Email) to the at least one test taker after the at 
least one test taker is matched with the test identification code. See Col.65: 41-67 and 
Col. 66: 30-37.
